With 1,067 bills on the files of the Sen- 
ate and Assembly of this State, it is high 
time that something should be done to 
check so overpowering a flood of legisla- 
tion. The Assembly has already passed 
the concurrent resolution providing for’ the 
amendment of the Constitution by which 
the sessions of the Legislature.shall be bien- 
nial, instead of annual. Yesterday the Sen- 
ate ordered the resolution toa third reading 
by a majority large enough to encour- 
age. the belief that it will finally pass. 
One would suppose that any argument 
upon @ proposition so plain as this, which 
is aimed at a simplication of the laws, would 
be superfluous. Nevertheless, it is neces- 
sary to point to the fact that of the vas:

scarcely one-third are of a general charac- 
ter. The others are of purely local inter- 
est; and miost of them would never have 
been heard of, if it were not so easy a matter 
to run to the Legislature, once a » with

On the lowest ground of partisan ex- 
pediency, the bill isa palpable and ridiculous 
blunder. Suppose that instead of enabling 
the Republican City Judge to dictate who 
shall be appointed to public office in New- 
York, it should merely have the effect of 
bringing about an alliance between the 
Mayorand Controller—of reuniting the Dem- 
ocratic factions on a common platform of 
hostility to all Republican nominees. If Mr. 
Cooper be the thoroughly unreliable per- 
son which the friends of the bill appear to as- 
sumé, the latter is by no means an improba- 
ble contingency, If, on the other hand, as 
is the opinion of ‘the general public, he has 
erred chiefly in being too anxious to carry 
out the wishes of the leaders of the politi- 
cal organizations which contributed to his 
election, the framers: of the bill have 
entirely mistaken the remedy for 
the existing dead-lock. Certain Re- 
publican Aldermen refuse to vote to 
confirm the Mayor’s nominations because 
he has refused to consider the “claims” of 
one or other of their personal friends. But 
)the party sentiment, so far as it has found 
formal expression, is in favor of the con- 
firmation.of the Mayor’s nominees. If 
no reform is to be possible in the 
organization of the City departments 
till the selfish interests of members of the 
Board of Aldermen have been consulted, 
that board is plainly unfit to be the depos- 
itory of the power of conffrmation. The 
difficulty can’ be promptly solved, to the 
satisfaction of the public, by vesting in the 
Mayor the power of appointment without 
the necessity of consulting the Aldermen.

A MERCHANT MARINE BY ACT OF 
CONGRESS. 

The speech which Senator Biameg ad- 
dressed to the Chamber of Commerce, on 
Tuesday evening, was of a kind which has 
been plentiful enough for the last dozen 
years, and which the merchants of New- 
York, however. good-naturedly they may 
sometimes applaud them, cau hardly re- 
gard as very profitable. It is not a difficult 
matter fora gentleman like Mr. Buame to 
make a speech of this character at a mo- 
ment’s notice. He has a large quantity, if 
nots great variety, of them, which he has 
prepared from time to time for 
use in Congréss, and it is only a question of 
measuring off any required amount, adorn- 
ing it with a few timely allusions, touching 
it with the necessary dashes of after-dinner 
pleasantry, and serving it to a tolerant au- 
dience. But whatever may be the mo- 
mentary success of such oratory, itis of a 
type which, coming from a prominent mem- 
ber of the upper house of Congress, does 
not promise very much for the judicious and 
effectual treatment of commercial questions 
by the National Legislature. 
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profits of the carrying trade, it is equally 
desirable that they should monopolize the 
profits of ship-bnilding. ‘‘ Free ships,” 
according to the gentlemen who insist on 
regulating commercial interests from Wash- 
ington, instead of leaving them to regulate 
themselves by the higher law of untram- 
meled competition, woul deprive the 
American ship-builder of his inalienable 
right to the home market. Such. an argu- 
ment applied within the range of ordinary 
business operations would be treated very 
summarily by any practical busineys man. 
If he were told that he must buy his bricks 
in New-York instead of in New-Jersey, if 
he wished to build’ a honse, and was as- 
sured that in doing-so he would suffer no 
loss, he would answer that he could judge 
better of that than any one else, and that 
the only sensible way of deciding the 
question would be to leave it to him. 
If, at the same time, he were asked to’ con- 
tribute to a fund to maintain the brick-mak- 
ing business in his own State, he .would in- 
stantly see that the whole system of regu- 
lating his affairs by statute was a mistaken 
one, and that its different parts were abso- 
lately inconsistent with each other. Yet 
our merchants are apparently contented to 
listen with patience, year after year, on the 
subject of foreign commerce to statesmen 
whose theories and arguments are incon- 
sistent with the plainest teachings of ordi- 
nary experience. Methods which they would 
recognize as in the highest degree foolish, 
arbitrary, unjust, and impracticable, if ap- 
plied to the affairs of any one city or State, , 
they tolerate when advocated as applicable 








sto the affairs and interests of our country 
in its relations with others. By its extent, 
the community we call the nation becomes 
an indéfinite and confused conception in 
their minds, and they are fain to imagine 
that it possesses some mysterious quality 
which enables it to defy the laws that com- 
pel respect from snialler communities, and 
to this vague idea orators of Mr. BLanse’s 
school appeal to sustain their schemes.

CANADA AND THE EMPIRE. 

Canada’s great enterprise for connecting 
Ontario with the Pacific, and sd completing 
a transcontinental railroad system within 
British territory, has assumed a new phase. 
The Dominion Government, after devising 
ae tariff that operates more injuriously upon 
“British than upon American industry and 
trade, actually confesses that unless the 
British tax-payers come to its relief the 
construction of the Pacific Railway must 
| be postponed indefinitely. Of course, the 
confession is not quite so explicit as our 
manner of stating it. But the resolutions 
laid before the Ottawa Parliament by the 
Minister of Public: Works, are not sus- 
septible of any other construction. They - 
affirm the neceasity of “ keeping good faith 
with British Columbia” by building ‘the 
road which was offered as a. temptation to 
that remote Province to join the Confedera- 
tion ; they concede that after spending the 
greater part of the. sum originally named 
asthe cash payment of the Dominion on 
account of the whole work, a mere fraction 
of it has been built, while as regards the 
rest even the route has not been selected ; 
they show that further explorations in vari- 
ous directions are required ; and they em- 
phasize the importance of efforts ‘to se- 
cure the co-operation of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment” and to “obtain farther aid by 
guarantee or otherwise.” 

Co-operation of the kind desired means 
an indorsement equivalent to cash, with- 
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apply Christianity to finance and indorse to 
the extent of seventy or eighty millions to ex- 
to execute great jobs, whether Parliamentab- 
dicate its constitutional function or not, may 
not be fortheoming. Macpowatp may plant 
and TuPPER may water, but John Bull alone 
can supply the money. In his present mood 
he will probably say No. With Canada’s 
new tariff in full view, he must be fit for 
canonization before he can say aught else. 

The blarney with which the resolutions 
preface the call for aid is too clumsy to 
effect its purpose. Nowadays, the imperial 
policy is largely influenced by sentiment, 
Whether in Eastern Europe, in Asia, 
or in Africa, sentiment has asserted its 
superiority to sense in the construction of 
the Beaconsfield programme. But even the 
Queen’s son-in-law will have difficulty in 
persuading her advisers that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway should be built at the cost 
of British tax-payers for philanthropic 
reasons. England has quite enough burdens 
on its shoulders without adding those 
which the hypéetitical professions of 
the Canadian ,Government now present 
for its acceptance. The natural answer 
of the British manufacturers and workmen 
will be: You have resolved to try to ex- 
clude our products from Canada’s markets, 
and now you impudently ask us to supply 
money and population for the road which 
you propose to construct through a wilder- 
ness as evidence of Canada’s greatnéss. 
Your tariff lessens our business opportuni- 
ties and increases the depression of labor ; 
and yet you want us td give or loan you 
millions on the pretense. that~-our workmen 
should be kept from starvation. We prefer 
the keeping of our money for other pur- 
poses; and when our workmen make up 
their minds to emigrate, they don’t want. to 
go as paupers for the glory of the flag which 
Canada insults or applauds according to the 
condition of its pocket,” 


Since Canada must either obtain un- 
eounted millions from England or defer in- 
definitely the construction of the Pacific 
Railway, a bold stand-and-deliver policy 
would be: better than the sniveling pre- 
tenses which the resolutions offer as rea- 
sons for granting the aid desired. Practi- 
cally, the one method might not be more 
efficacious than the other, but at least it 
would not be contemptible. Left to them- 
selves, the four Provinees which originally 
formed the Dominion might have gone on 
tolerably well. Their interests were not in 
alithingsidentical, but they hadceftain ideas 
and interests in common, and these would 
have prevented serious trouble. Gradually 
imperial plans made ‘themselves felt, and 
the Dominion became afflicted with an am- 
bition to whose demands its resources are 
unequal. The Intercolonial Railway is one 
of the costly results of imperial interfer- 





is another, But for the same bane- 

ful influence, the Pacific Railroad project 
would not have been dreamed of. It is at 
once a result of imperial influence and an 
effort to consolidate imperial power on this 

continent. As such; in certain cireum- 
stances, it might become the basis of aclaim 
for imperial succor. But the imperial ap- 
thorities were wiser’ than the Dominion. 
They encouraged its yearnings after great- 
ness, but prudently set forth in advance the 
extent of their own liabilities: The Domin- 
ion yielded ,to the temptation, and boast- 
fully assumed a load which it cannot garry. 

Wise rulers would have borne its difficul- 
ties in mind when shaping legislation affect- 
ing imperial interests. They would’have 

made friends of the British mammon of un- 
righteousness, in expectation of reverses. 
They took a different course, and having as 
far as possible legislated: British goods out 
of the Dominion market, they ought not to 
wonder if the response to their piteous ap- 


peal be unfavorable.

But as soon as he called at- 
tention to this. incendiary document, 
which he haughtily said he should not 
read, there was a wild rush for 
the Record. A’ New-York newsboy, 
with a fair stock of that journal on 
hand, would have made a fortune in an 
hour. The petitioners modestly claimed 
that they were deeply interested in the 
prosperity of our common country—a prop- 
osition which, at the outset, must have af- 
fronted Mr. Cox. For Mr. Cox always sus- 
pects that men who are deeply interested 
in the. prosperity of our common country 
must be Republicans, But when he found 
that the petitioners believed that a 
continuance. of the present. session 
of Congress’ is “unnecessary, fraught 
with danger ‘to the peace of the country 
and disaster fo the financial, commercial, 
and. other interests of the nation,” .his 
anger knew no bounds. His worst sus- 
picions were confirmed. The petitioners 
were indeed Republicans. The citizens of 
Newton went on to remark that ‘“revolu- 
tion is again threatened,” and that, among 
other things, ‘‘ the moat violent. and extrav- 
agant measures for billions of paper. trash 
and violations of solemn contracts had been 
proposed,” by which: public confidence had 
been .shocked and the wheels of industry 
again stopped, and the country afflicted by 
thé evils of an unsettled and uneasy com- 
mercial and political policy.” “We, want 
peace and quiet in politics and monetary 
affairs,” moaned the Newtonians. Is it sur- 
prising that Mr. Cox was furious f 

The petition goes‘out of the Record, al- 
though it has had a full cireulation in the 
daily edition of that: journal ; and, thanks 
to Mr. Cox, it has gained a wider notoriety 
than its rural authors ever dared to hope 
for it. And we do not doubt that a new 
drop of bitterness is added to Mr. Cox’s 
woe when he’ reflects that, although} he has 
succeeded in suppressing a part of the 
official record of the petition, a majority 
of our fellow-citizeris agree heartily with 
the citizens of Newton, Iowa, although 
they may not piously add ‘‘ and - we will 
pray without ceasi until our petition is 
answered.” The whole country imitates 
the example of Newton, Iowa, and asks that 
Congress go home as soon as possible and 
stay there until the echoes of their gabble 
have fairly died away. The whole coun- 
try, like Newton, Iowa, wants peace and 
quiet, which it will not ‘have as long as 
noisy demagogues of the Cox variety afflict 
the air with ravings.

HOMES OF THE POOR. 

The tenement-house agitation of last Win- 
ter has been productive of more than tem- 
porary. effects. The appeal to the con- 
science of the community reached many 
who joined in no public efforts for reform, 
Private builders and landlords have sought 
to construct their houses on approved sani- 
tary principles, and there are numerous 
** model tenements” now in process of con- 
struction by individuals which afford to 
tenants light and air, separate halls, ash- 
chutes, ventilated closets, and the like, in 
the same manner with the best improved 
dwellings, Some are even erected on 25- 
foot lots, where a corneror an alley-way has 
allowed side-lights and air. A number of 
owners are reconstructing and reforming 
old dwellings, and a well-known lady mis- 
sionary is attempting to do the work in 
New-York which Miss Hit did in London, 
‘in reforming the houses and their tenants. 














than at the rate of one to every thirty square 
feet of the lot, which would make about 
eighty the maximum number of lodgers in 
any single-lot tenement-house. 

There are other: useful and practical pro- 
yisions in the new law, which need not here 
be detailed. The law is sorely required in 
the City, Ifproperly executed by thé Board 
of Health, it will tend to remedy innumera- 
ble abuses, and will second admirably the 
efforts of private ‘individuals in reforming 
pour great evils. It would bea public ca- 
lamity if it should: fail to become a law by 
@ disagreement on unimportant details be- 
tween the two branches of the Legislature. 
Tf passed, the Board of Health can have 
no excuse for not thoroughly carrying out 
its provisions. And with the law and the 
‘private associations working together, we 
should see the great reform fairly begun, 


The weakness of many prominent men is no- 
where more conspicuously shown than in their will- 
ingness to lend their names as an advertisement to 
almost any gne who asks for them. It is no doubt 
true that the use ordinarily made of them is a harm- 
leas Geception, but it is = deception none the less, 
andone would sappose that persons with «a fine 
sense of honor would not allow a momentary feeling 
of sympathy to carry them into such an arrangement. 
Oneof the most frequently employed methods of 
this kind is for a person desiring to deliver a lecture, 
or sing a song, or read a“ poem, to obtain, either by 
personal interviews or through the medium of 
friends, a letter from a score or more of distinguished 
people, requesting him to name the time and place 
when and where he can entertain them. To the in- 
nocent reader there is a beantiful spontaneity in all 
this, for from the tenor of these documents one 
would suppose that a number of highly-educated 
gentlemen were suddenly impressed with the belief 
thata part of their pleasure in life was wanting if 
they dia not hear Mr. A. or Miss B.; and filled with 


this idea, with one accord, they signeda “round 
robin” to this effect. This is the impression which 
one of these letters conveys upon its face, and what 
is more, itis the impression which its writer intends 
shall be given, who in almost every instance is either 
the gifted genius himself, or some one who immedi- 
ately acts for him. Eastern Massachusetts is a lo- 
eality where this means of gaining publicity is em- 
ployed with the greatest freedom ; and it is almost a 
daily cecurrence to read iv the Boston papers the 
revered names of the philosophers of Concord and

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Of the new Cardinals created by Pope Lzo, 
on Monday last, four, at least, are men of distine- 
tion, namely, Dr, Newman, Mgr. Deprez, Mgr. 
Pixs, and Prof. Hergzenroturr. We have already 
called attention to the life and labors of the English 
Doctor of Divinity, but the other three mentioned 
ate notso familiarto our readers. Mer. JULIEN 
Fuorran Deprez, was horn at Ostricout, in the 
Archdiocese of Cambray, on the 14th of April, 
1807. When in his forty-ninth year he was vro- 
moted to the Bishopric of Rémiron, was thence 
translated to Limoges, and 30 months thereafter 
was preconized Arehbishop of Toulouse. His Ul- 
tramontane antecedents are above suspicion, and he 
has already been dubbed by the Unita 
Cattolica, the organ of the Jesuits in 
Italy, ‘‘ the Cardinal of the Sacred Heart of Jesus.” 
Mgr. Lovurs Francois Desire Epovarp Piz was 
born at Pontgoin, in the Diocese of Chartres, in 
1815, and was ereated Bishop of Poitiers Dee. 26, 
1849. In him,we have another Cardinal bearing 
the genuine Ultramontane headmark. Dr. JoszrpH 
Here@rnroruenr, Professor of Eeciesiastical History 
in the University of Wurzburg, is in high repute as 
a theologian ; and, according to the Unita Cattolica, 
has “proved more than a match, in more than one 
controversy, for the famous DoLiinesr and his 
seetaries.". Through him, continues the organ of 
the Italian Ultramontanes, “ the schism of the’ Old 
Catholics was from the beginning covered with 
shame and convicted of error and falsehood in 
the eyes of the German faithful and of the 
Gernian Protestants alike.” It was on sceount 
of his learning and controversial skill that, carly in 
1869, the late Prus IX. summoned Dr. Hereen- 
ROTHER from Wurzburg to Rome to take part in the 

labors of the Ccumenieal Copncil. 
Far different from Cardinal HzrcznroTuHer is his 
eountryman, Cardinal HonzyLouz, who has just 
been appointed by the Pope to the Bishopric of Al- 
banc. Until Monday last the 15,000,000 or 20, 000,- 
000 Catholics of German Empire were repre- 
sented in the Sacred College alone by Prince Gus- 
TAVUS ADOLPHUS HonENLOHE. Ho was created « 
Cardinal Priest in. 1866, and was intended to bea 
resident at the Vatiean Court, but ranged himself 
amonhg the stanchest opponents of the dogma 
of Infallibility at the (Zcumenical Council, 
and at its close withdrew to Germany, whence Prince 
BisMAROK proposed to send him back as German 
Ambassador to the Vatican, a priest seeming to him 
the fittest person to be accredited to a priestly eourt 
Upon the late refusing to reesive HOHENLOZE 
in that capacity, the Cardinal tarried in Germany 
till actually summoned to his post by a threat of 
punishment that he dare not ignore, His appoint- 
‘ment to;the Bishopricis, of course, a promotion from 
Cardinal Priest to that of Cardinal Bishop, but this

Allading to the fact that a finger entirely severed 
from the hand, accidentally or otherwise, may grow 
again if replaced in season, held in position, and 
skillfaily treated, to the practiee in surgery of skin- 
grafting, and to transfusion of blood from the strong 
to the weak, he argues that a healthy eye could, 
with the observation of proper conditions, be om 
grafted on the museles and nerves that had been 
eut from a diseased or imperfect eye. Instead of 
sending a murderer to the gallows, he would tarn 
him over to physicians and surgeons, if be were 
sound and vigorous, to be used for the corporeal ben 
efit of suffering humanity. He would give the euk 
prit’s eyes, fingers, toes, skin, teeth, scalp, whatever 
might be made available to those who needed them, 
removing them ander the influence of anmsthetics. 
T¢ the murderer should die, it would be no more 
than his doom, and he would be by his death a bene 
factor to the race, instead of, as now, a demoralizing 
example. How men of regular life would like to be 
furnished with criminals’ fragments and features is 
apoint he does not touch upon, He has not, prot 
ably, even read Asovr’s story of the ‘“Notary’s 
Nose,” and ot the continual mishavs which befell 
him through that refractory feature obtained froai 
the arm of an eccentric water-carrier. .

amining, in secret sessions, the charges in reference 
to the State Insane Asylum at Kalamazoo, reported 
at Lansing last night that it. had held over 40 ace 
sions, examined about 130 witnesses, and taken tes 
timony which would fill over 1,400 printed . pages: 
The committee examined present and former im 
mates, officers, and discharged attendants, and thor 
oughly overhauled the institution and its finances. , 
The report states first, that inst of 
ness, cruelty. and abuse on the part of attendants 
toward patients have freqnently occurred in the 
asylum. The evidence shows that one A. W. How 
ard, an insane man, after having been reetrained on 
a settee witha strap about his waist and muffs on 
his arms, was willfully kicked by an excited attend 
ant and his jaw was broker. John Graham, a feeble 
patient. was taken into a bath-room to be’ bathed, 
and left with another patient while the attendant 
went out for the purpose of getting some articles 91 
clothing, leaving the hot. water running in the bath, 
During his absence Graham was scalded so that h¢ 
died the third day afterward. A patient named 
Beyers was scalded in a similar manner through th< 
carelessness of an attendant, although in this cas< 


death did not ensue. A patient who manifested s 
desire to commit suicide was choked while. taking 
food, in the absence of an attendant, directions hav: 
ing been given that especial eare should be taken ia 
this regard.
